Subject. —Import of diael generating set. 

No. 190-n’C(PN)/74,~In order to allevi’afe the problem created by unforeseen cuts m 
power supply, and to ensure that interruptions in production as a result rif sueb power 
cuts are minimised to the extent possible, it has been decided to extend the facility for 
import of stand-by diesel ecucratins sets to actual users who may require such stand-by 
power supply to sustain their production effort. 

2. Import of stand-by diesel generating sets will be permitted for primarily export 
oriented units; in industries where the cost of power is a relatively small percentage of 
the total cost of production or where power interruptions or power failure may lead 
to a heavy loss of production in industries producing Items of importance to the economy- 

3 . In order to ensure at the same lime that indigenous production of such diesel power 
generating equipment is not adversely affected, it has been further decided that import 
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applications shall be screened carelully, with a view to ensuring the maximum utilisation 
of indigenously produced diesel generating sets which can be delivered within a reasonable 
period of time before imports of such sets are permitted. 

4, Normally, imports will be allowed from the rupee payment area, but import from 
the General Currency Area will also bo considered on merits, especially if such imports can 
be covered by foreign credits. 


5. Actual users who required such imported diesel generating sets may apply on or 
before June 30, 1975 direct to the Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, New Delhi, and 
not through the sponsoring authorities concerned, in the form prescribed for import of 
Capital Goods/Hcavy Electrical Plant (Form ‘E" as per Appendix 3 of the Hand Book, 
of Rules and Procedure 1974-75). Applicants need not furnish particulars against serial 
number 2(iii), (iv) and (v), 7, 8, 10, 11, 12, 14 and 16 in the application form. However, 
the applicants should furnish the following information along with their import applica¬ 
tions:— 

(i) Output, both in terms of quantity and ex-factory value, of items produced dur¬ 

ing the year 1973-74. 

(ii) Quantum of power consumed from supplies made available by the State Electri¬ 

city Board or other utility public systems during 1973-74- 

(iii) Anticipated production during the year 1975-76 (in quantity and in value). 

(iv) Quantum of high speed diesel oil/light diesel oil expected to be consurned 

in working the diesel power generating sct(s) on the basis of present antici¬ 
pations during 1974-75. 

(v) Spcciflcations, country of import, exact c.i.f. value and delivery schedule of the 
equipment proposed to be imported, together with a copy of the suppliers' 
proforma invoice. 


6. Import of spares for a value not exceeding 10 per cent of the c.i.f. value of the 
licence will also be permitted. Applicants who wish to import spare parts with the gene¬ 
rating sets should, therefore, include the value for import of spares in the proformq 
invoice and in the import application. 


7, Before applying, actual users are requested to ensure that they will obtain permission, 
as required under the Electricity (Supply) Act. 1948, to instal such stand-by diesel gene¬ 
rating sets, from the State Electricity Boards from whom they obtain their normal power 
supply. 


8. No application will be entertained after the 30th June, 1975. 
when received be dealt with expeditiously.
